TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJES'il. 

May it please your Majesty — 

I have the honour of suhmitting to Your Majesty the followiug 
Report ou Queen’s College, Cork, for the Academic Session 
1S84-86, in compliance with a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’.s Colleges in Ireland (8 and 9 Vic., c. 6, s. 20), 
and in accordance with the College Statutes. 

Since niy last Report the chair of Logic and Metaphysics, 
vacated hy Dr Read, has been fiUed hy the appointment of 
George J. Stokes, M.A. Under the College statutes of 1863 the 
chairs of Logic and Metaphysics and of Jurisprudence and 
Political Economy are to ho amalgamated, the new chair to be 
entitled, “ of Mental and Social Science.” Professor Stokes has 
been appointed to the joint chairs, but pending the retirement on 
superannuation of Dr. Mills, who has flRed the chair of Juris- 
prudence and Political Economy since the opening of the CoUege 
in 1849, he will not lecture on Social Science. The chair of 
Materia Medica, vacated by the death of the late Professor 
O’Keeffe, has been fiRed hy the appointment of Charles Yelverton 
Pearson, ii.u., who had acted for some time as Curator of the 
Medical Museums, iind Senior Demonstrator of Anatomy. Refore 
the appointment of Dr. Peai’son I suggested to His Excellency, 
Earl Spencer, K.G., the necessity of enlarging the scope of the 
teaching of the Medical School of the College, by the establish- 
ment of two new chah-s, namely. Public Health (including Legal 
Medicine), Human and Comparative Pathology. His ExceUeney 
considered the matter f uUy but did not deem the time favoui-able 
for making so important a change. Since then the General 
Medical OouncR have included Human Pathology and Hygiene 
in the compulsory part of the cuvriculum of Medical Studies laid 
down hy them. These subjects have also been introduced into 
the curriculum of the Royal University of Ireland. A diploma 
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in Sanitary Science is now also given in the same University. 

It has consequently become absolutely necessary to make imme- 
diate provision for establishing the chairs in question. Lecturer- 
ships on some special departments, e.g., Diseases of the Eye and 
Ear, and an endowment for the Lecturership on Psychological 
Medicine, already established, should also be provided. 

The Commissioners appointed last session by His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, to inquire into the Queen’s Colleges, have 
recommended in them Report, recently issued, that the chair 
of Anatomy and Physiology should be divided and a special chair 
of Physiology established. I entirely agree with this recommend- 
ation, and trust that your Majesty’s Government will be able to 
give immediate effect to it. 

At the Entrance Examination in October and the supplemen- 
tary examination, 53 candidates presented themselves (of whom 
9 had also passed the matriculation examination of the Royal 
University) ; of these 38 passed, and 15 were rejected ; 37 
students were admitted on the matriculation examination of the 
Royal University, and 11 from other Universities and Colleges, 
maldng in all 86 new matriculated students ; 13 also entered as 
non-matriculated students, so that the total number of new 
students was 99. The total number of students on the hooks of 
the College for the se.s.sion was 272, of whom 254 were matricu- 
lated, and 18 non-matriculated. 

The wave of disturbance caused by the dissolution of the 
Queen’s University, and the continuous attacks made on the 
College for the purpose of undermining it, is passing away. The 
total number of new students in the session 1883-84 was only 67, 
of whom 53 were matriculated, while last session the numbers 
were 99 and 86 respectively. The number of Royal University 
students entering the CoDege has also largely increased — in the 
session 1883-84 the total was 30, in the last session 46. Only 2 
students were admitted on the entrance examinations of other 
Universities and Colleges, in 1883-84 while 11 were so admitted 
in the session just ended. 

In the Appendix (A., pp. 24 to 28) I have given the usual 
detailed statistical information about the College, to which I refer 
for all further numerical details. 

Last year the College appealed to your Majesty’s Irish Govern- 
ment to issue a Commission of Inquiry into the working of the 
Queen’s Colleges, with special reference to our standards of ex- 
amination which were assailed, for the purpose of discrediting 
them. After some natural hesitation our request w'as granted, 
and the Commission was issued. The Commissioners having 
vitited each College in succession, and coHeoted a large body of 
evidence, have issued a Report to which is appended a dissent by 
a minority of the Commissioners, and exhaustive statistical tables 
and other documents. This Renort, drawn up by the majority 
of the Commissioners who were specially qualified by experience 
m, Md practical knowledge of. University work, proves, as we 
Mhcipated would be the case, that the Queen’s Colleges have 
done, and are doing good educational work. I leave the case of 
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Queen’s College, Cork — the one chiefly assailed — as given in the 
Blue Book of the Commission, to the impartial judgment of all 
who, from experience and knowledge, are competent to judge of 
such matters in the certainty that the verdict will he in favour 
of the College. The dissent of the minority is practically con- 
fined, so far as the Colleges are concerned, to a charge that the 
standard of the Entrance Examination is too low. Such a charge, 
even if it were justified, would be one affecting the schools of the 
south of Ireland, rather than this College, which has done the best 
it could with the materials sent to it from the schools. The model 
offered to us is the Matriculation Examination of the Royal 
University of Ireland. I have no doubt the latter examination 
will in time reach a good standai’d adapted to the educational 
condition and w.ants of the country. But as yet it has not done 
so, its standard having fluctuated from a desire to at once attain 
that high level that ought to be the result of years of careful 
work. This college on the other hand has endeavoured to 
graduaUy raise the standard of its Entrance Examination, care- 
fully avoiding however doing so by spasmodic changes. It some- 
times happens that a student who fails at the College examination 
passes at the Royal University, and the converse. A notable case 
ocoun'ed last session; a student who faded at our Entrance 
Examination was some days later admitted on his matriculation 
certificate from the Royal Univei’sity, and being thus qualified to 
compete for a science scholarship won it worthil}'. Now if the 
converse of this were to happen the College would be denounced 
for bestowing its scholar-, snips on incompetent persons. Yet so 
far fi'om reproaching the Royal University with enabhng a man 
to get a scholarship in Queen’s College, Cork, who could not enter 
the College by its own examination, I thirrk justice was done ; and 
1 mention the circumstance merely as a striking example of the 
weakness of the arguments which have been of late so much 
used against this College, and which seem to form the chief if 
not the only specific charge against the coUege itself apart the 
question of pohey in the dissent of the minority of the Commis- 
sion. Queen’s College, Cork,has shnply tried to do the best it could 
with the material produced by the schools. It cannot dictate to 
the schools which are outside its jurisdiction, and ar-e subject to 
influences either actively or passively hostile to it- Queen’s College, 
Cork, is a teaching institution, yet it is considered just to measure 
its work by an examination standard adapted for the cramming 
system now in operation over the whole country. What Ireland 
wants however is sound teaching under rational discipline, and 
not mere exarrrinations and intellectual chaos and license. 

The real issue in the discussions respecting the Queen’s Colleges 
is not the standard of examination adopted in them, or their 
success or failure as teaching institutions, it is a question of 
policy. In the interest of education, as well a.s of truth, the dis- 
cussion should therefore be can-ied on upon this, the true honest 
basis, and pending the settlement of the question of pohey, this 
College should be left to do its work -without being subjected to 
useless yet harassing inquiries and attacks -sv'hich cannot in any 
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way contribute to the end in view, and only serve to paralyze the 
energies of the Professors, disorganize tho College discipline, and 
too often mar tho career of young students. 

Sometimes attempts are made to turn to practical account the 
confusion created in the public mind by the recent University 
legislation, and the attacks persistently' made on false issues on 
the Colleges. A case in point has just occurred. The General 
Medical Council was induced, by erroneous statements, to remove 
the Queen’s Colleges fi'om the list of institutions whose prelimin- 
ary examinations are accepted as qualifying students to register 
and enter on their medicid studies. When the matter was ex- 
plained to the committee of the Medical Council they' replaced 
the colleges on the list. Speaking on behalf of my own coUcge, 
I have no hesitation in saying that no institution in tho kingdom 
has done more in the last ten years to raise the standard of medi- 
cal education than Queen’s College, Cork, and that it would have 
been great injustice to deprive it of a privilege which it has not 
only never forfeited but has thoroughly weU earned. 

Discipline ha.s, on the whole, been well maintained during tlie 
session, no case requiring the intervention of the Council having 
presented itself. 

Berkeley Hall was opened on the 10th of September last, and 
so fiir has met with a fair amount of success. It is the first hall 



established in connexion with the Queen’s College.s. It must, 
therefore, take some time before students accustomed to tho 
unregulated freedom of lodgings rvill be able to appreciate the 
great advantages of such an institution. So far the prospects of 
the ultimate sucee.ss* of the Hall are veiy promising. 

Good progress has been made with the re-arrangement of tbe 
Mineralogical and Geological Museum. Large additions of 
specimens have been made to it, chiefly of special collections 
adapted for teaching purposes. It will, however, require a further 
and considerable outlay to make it a really' scientific museum. 

The other museums are in good order, and some additions have 
been made to them. I have especially' to notice the increase of the 
Materia Medica Museum by the gifts of .several eminent pharma- 
ceutical^ chemists, paxticulai's of which will he found in the 
Appendix under the head, “Donations to Museums,” p. Sk Not- 
withstanding the large additions made to the College Museums 
wathin the past few years, and their complete rearrangement, 
farther considerable additions will still have to be made to each 
meet the requirements of modem scientific teaching. 

The splendid gift of ilr\ W. H. Crawford of an astronomical 
o^rvatory fitted with the best In.stmments constructed by Mr. 

^'•SA.has so far placed tho Physical Department 
or the College on a level with the best equipped colleges anywhere, 
there are, however, many large gaps to be filled in the Physical 
Depm’tment as a whole. The rapid advaireernade in the practical 
teaching oi physical science has quite outstripped our appliances 
place the available room for our collections, our 
laboratoiy, and workshop is entirely insufficient,’ and in the 
second place, our collection of apparatus, models, and tools is 
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incomplete. We hope to make a considerable addition to the 
collections just named, and also to lay the foundation of a proper 
Engineering Museum diu-ing next session. If the proposal I have 
so often made to build a new Chemical Laboratory wmre adopted, 
we should have ample room for an enlarged Physical Laboratory 
and an Engineering and Technical Museum. In the meantime I 
hope to have the collections I have gathered together for the 
latter Museum, and to which I referred in my last Kepoit, 
exhibited in one of the corridors of the College, where cases are 
now being fitted up for the purpose. 

The Botanic Garden and Plant House are in excellent order. 
Thanks to the generosity of many friends of the College, foremost 
among whom I must name Mr. Ci-awTord, our Plant House now 
contains a really fine collection of plants for teaching purposes. 
We cannot, however, maintain such a collection in a healthy con- 
dition, and add to it those plants which can only be grown from 
seed, without a proper Propagating House. A plan of such a 
house w'as procured nearly four years ago, and an estimate 
obtained for its erection, but owing to the never-ending discus- 
sions on the Queen’s Colleges — discussions which only retard the 
development of educational institutions without bringing the real 
question at issue any nearer to a definite solution — this absolutely 
necessary work has been postponed, at the risk of gradually losing 
the fine collection brought together with so much labour. Our 
pond, for the growth of aquatic plants, will, I hope, be finished 
this summer. The Aquarium of the Biological Lalaoratory has 
been erected, and I trust we shall be able to stock it during 
next session. 

Among the many evil results of the agitation conducted against 
Queen’s College, Cork, has been the postponement of the carrjing 
out of the generous intention of Mr. W. H. Ci-awford to increase 
the College endowment by the erection of houses for the literary 
and .scientific professors. I trust that your Maj esty’s Government 
may be able to devise some means for putting an end to the con- 
tinuous agitation against this College, and so remov'e the only 
obstacle in the way of adding to its endowments, and what is 
even of more importance, enable the whole people to fully and 
freely partake of the gi'eat educational advantages the College 
offers.
